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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues on pages 3 and 4 of his 
response that Tenney doesn't teach a simulating program of a computer application. Examiner disagrees, in 2:15 - 30, Tenney discloses 
an inventive control and simulation development to write simulation programs for controlling devices. Applican't claim limitations doesn not 
preclude or exclude the intended use of the simulation program and only merely discloses limitations towards modifying the simulation 
program and hence Applicants arguments are moot. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Tenney discloses that the server in Tenney prevents multiple users from simultaneously accessing 
critical areas of the server software, Examiner would like to note that the particular quote used in Tenney is being taken out of context. In 
fact Tenney discloses the use of priviledges and that, "Once the server verifies access is allowed based on client password, IP address, or 
other means 505, the server allows remote procedure calls to be performed that allow client access appropriate to that client's privileges. 
The client then subscribes 507 to events and property changes of interest on the server."(8:32-40). Therefore simultaneous access is 
allowed by Tenney depending on the priviledges. Again, Applicant's plain language of claims doesn't not preclude or exclude the use of 
priviledges during access to simulation program. 

Regarding Applicant's amendment in claim 14. Although Examiner errored in reciting the language as claimed, the limitations presented by 
Applicant are however being taught by Tenney as the scope of the claims after the inclusion of the limitations "simulation model of the 
simulation program of the computer application being devleoped" are still taught by Tenney, see 2:15 - 30, and are also disclosed in the 
rejection of claim 1. 
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
